In addition to being a tough man, he was 
a bit of a sport, and he and some conge- 
nial spirits conceived a plan to skin some 
other sports who lived in and about 
Princeton, a town on the C . U. and D. 
Railway, between Hamilton and Dayton. 
Among the Princetonians was a young 
man named Warner, who was the best 
amateur wrestler in either Montgomery 
or Butler counties. His partisans, who 
were mostly well-to-do tobacco growers, 
thought him invincible, und stood ready 
to back him with almost their last dollar. 

McGeehan and his chums got hold of a 
man named J. P. Prickett, who was a 
professional wrestler. Tbey got Prickett 
to go to Hamilton, and after awhile they 
made a match for him to wre»tle Warner. 
By some means before the match came off 
the Princetonians discovered that Prickett 
was a professional, and that he was not 
averee to "throwing" his backers, pro- 
vided the Princetonians paid him better 
for doing so than the Hamiltonians had 
agreed. They arranged to do so. The 
Uamiltoa toughs, believing that they had 
"a sure thing." backed Prickett heavily.

NICOLAS CROWNED. 



■QMOW, May 87.— Tuesday was the 
chief day of all those given up to the | 
coronation ceremonies — the day up to 
which all the previous days have led— 
Coronation day. 

At a little before eight o'clock tho 
apaotal correspondents were allowed to 
view the Interior of the cathcdal, as 
only a few of the representative cor- 
respondents could bo accommodated at 
the ceremony Itself. Plates of gold 
cover the walls and there is scarcely 
any space that is no» coated with pre- 
cious metals or stones, or painted with 
frescoes or portraits of martyrs, saints, 
angels, tho Virgin or symbols of tho 
Holy Trinity. In one shrine, covered 
with gold, silverand precious stones, is 
an image of the Virgin of enormous 
value, under which lie the bones and 
nshes of the venerated saints. 

Over tho thrones was a magnificent 
square baldachin of purple velvet, 
lined with ermine, hanging from the 
roof between the two pillars farthest 
from the Ikonostas. In tho center, 
surrounding tho baldachin, was an 
immense gilded crown. The dais was 
surrounded by a gilded balustrade 
around which the imperial family and 
princess would group themselves. 

At i» o'clock the sound of cheers and 
roars from tho waiting throngs outside 
announced that the royal party was 
approaching.
